Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: We discussed the rejection of the instant claims under 35 USC 101, 
general requirements for satisfying the statute, and possible amendments to overcome the rejection. The examiner 
indicated that claims 61-62 are possibly drawn to statutory subject matter. The rejections under 35 USC 102 over 
Biggin were discussed, i.e., meaning of the claimed limitations and the disclosure by Biggin. Specifically we discussed 
the meaning of "identifying" a transmembrane domain, "constructing" helices, and "optimizing" a helix bundle. Upon the 
review of the disclosure by Biggin during the interview, it is noted that Biggin probably does not anticipate the claimed 
invention because Biggin does not specifically disclose constructing inter-helical loops in conjunction with other steps in 
the same manner as that claimed. The examiners stated, however, that a final determination of the applicability of 
Biggen under 35 USC 102 and/or 103 will be determined upon further review of the prior art and any arguments filed by 
applicant. We also briefly discussed the rejections under 35 USC 103, but no agreement was reached .
